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Water experts urge 
disaster readiness 


CAPE TOWN, 

South Africa 1 
(AFP) - Recent 
water disasters 
in Japan, Aus¬ 
tralia and 

Brazil stress 
the need for 
emergency 
readiness as 
the world faces 
massive urban¬ 
isation and 
more natural 
catastrophes, 
experts at a 
UN forum said 
yesterday. 

’’The data that we have 
shows that these kind of 
events are likely to happen 
and we have to be prepared 
for them,” said World Water 
Council Vice President Ben 
Braga, whose native Brazil 
suffered deadly floods in Jan¬ 
uary. 

A session on water disas¬ 
ters ahead of World Water 
Day 2011, marked annually 
on March 22, urged preven¬ 
tive action to tackle water ca¬ 
tastrophes. 

”If now in fact we are hav¬ 
ing more severe floods and 
droughts in the future due to 


climate variabil¬ 
ity it becomes 
even more im¬ 
portant that this 
water manage¬ 
ment takes place 
immediately,” 
Braga told AFP. 

Deadly 
floods have hit 
countries like 
Australia, South 
Africa and Sri 
Lanka this year 
with an un¬ 
precedented 
tsunami devas¬ 
tating Japan on March 11. 

Japan Water Forum Direc¬ 
tor Inoue Tomoo said the 
country will re-evaluate its 
10-meter (3 3-feet) anti¬ 
tsunami dykes, built after a 
giant wave hit in 1933, after 
this month's massive wall of 
water left more than 20,000 
people dead or missing. 

"Some areas were de¬ 
stroyed even though we con¬ 
structed the dykes. We have 
to evaluate the effect of this 
infrastructure,” he said, 
adding that Japan was still in 
the initial phase of rescue and 
recovery and housing dis¬ 
placed people.

NATO struggles to overcome divisions on Libya action 


BRUSSELS, Belguim (AFP) - 
NATO struggled yesterday to 
overcome divisions about a 
role in the military operation in 
Libya, as France resisted pres¬ 
sure to let the alliance take 
over and Turkey criticised the 
bombing campaign. 

As more nations joined a 
Western coalition pounding 
Moamer Kadhafi's forces, 
NATO was still debating 
whether, and in what form, the 
Western military organisation 
should join the UN-mandated 
intervention. 

NATO members France, 
Britain and the United States 
have acted as individual na¬ 
tions in the air and sea cam¬ 
paign against Kadhafi’s 
regime, with US military offi¬ 
cers coordinating operations 
from bases in Germany and 
Italy. 

But London, Rome and 
several other alliance members 
favour moving to a centralised 
NATO command, with Nor¬ 
way even saying its six fighter

jets would stay grounded as 
long as it was unclear who was 
running the operations. 

US President Barack 
Obama said he expected NATO 
to get involved in a "coordinat¬ 
ing function" in the next phase 
of the operation within days. 

Several NATO members in¬ 
sist that the alliance is the best 
vehicle to steer the complex 
operations in Libya, which in¬ 
volve warplanes and warships 
scattered across Mediterranean 
bases. 

Italian Prime Minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi said NATO 
should take command of the 
international military opera¬ 
tions. He warned that if NATO 
did not take over quickly, Italy 
could take back control of the 
bases used by the coalition on 
its territory. 

French Foreign Minister 
Alain Juppe indicated that 
NATO could "come in sup¬ 
port" of the international cam¬ 
paign "within a few days", 
signalling a back-up role for 


the alliance rather than the 
lead. 

France, whose fighter jets 
launched the first salvos in the 
campaign against Kadhafi on 
Saturday, has resisted handing 
the baton to NATO in Libya, 
fearing a backlash from Arab 
nations that it wants to bring 
into the campaign. 

"Many countries that urge 


us to conduct operations under 
the NATO flag tell us to take 
Arab nations into account, but 
Arab nations do not want an 
operation under the NATO 
flag," Juppe said. 

But Germany and Turkey 
have voiced their own misgiv¬ 
ings about NATO's involve¬ 


ment, albeit for different rea¬ 
sons than France. 

Germany, which abstained 
in the Security Council vote 
when the resolution was 
passed, said initial criticism of 
the strikes by the Arab 
League's chief showed that 
Berlin had been right to fear 
military intervention. 

Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu criticised 
the Western strikes and said the 
way the coalition was formed 
did not "sufficiently" observe 
legal procedures. 

NATO envoys endorsed 
contingency plans for humani¬ 
tarian aid operations and en¬ 
forcing an arms embargo after 
marathon talks on Sunday, but 
failed to take a stand on the no- 
fly zone. 

The ambassadors held a 
new round of "very difficult" 
talks Monday and were likely 
to resume their deliberations 
today, NATO officials said. 


Singer Martelly tipped to 
win in Haiti 


Queen Marie-Antoinette's 
desk back in Versailles 
Palace 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Partial results sug¬ 
gested yesterday that carnival 
singer Michel Martelly was on 
course for a landslide in 
quake-hit Haiti's surprisingly 
peaceful presidential run-off 
election. 

There had been fears Sun¬ 
day's polls, delayed for 
months by bickering over a vi¬ 
olence-plagued first round in 
November, would be over¬ 
shadowed by the return from 
exile of charismatic ex-presi¬ 
dent Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

But Aristide honored a 
commitment not to upset the 
delicate political situation and 
voting in a Caribbean nation 
whose recent past has been 
scarred by dictatorship and up¬ 
heaval was largely without in¬ 
cident. 

Tally sheets read out on te¬ 
levision and radio indicated 



Martelly was well ahead of his 
rival, former first lady Mir- 
lande Manigat, in key urban 
areas such as Petionville and 
the Cite Soleil slum in the cap¬ 
ital. 


VERSAILLES, France (AFP) 
- Nearly 222 years after the 
French Revolution, a desk 
made by royal cabinetmaker 
Jean-Henri Riesener is back in 
the Versailles Palace after 
being acquired by the French 
state for 6.75 million euros 
($9.4 million). 

French Culture Minister 
Frederic Mitterrand on Mon¬ 
day officially turned over to 
the palace the elegant piece 
which has been classified as "a 
work of major cultural value". 

The desk is composed of an 
apron with four drawers deco¬ 
rated with the four gilt-bronze 
low reliefs — a trademark of 
the celebrated German cabinet¬ 
maker. 

The purplewood, sycamore, 
and rosewood veneer is deco¬ 
rated with gilt bronze orna¬ 
ments including the four low 
reliefs depicting allegories 
(Music twice, Painting, and 


Sculpture) and two escut¬ 
cheons representing baskets of 
flowers. 

The desk had been ordered 
for display in the Petit Hameau 
(The Little Hamlet), located in 
the English-style gardens of 
the Petit Trianon at Versailles. 

But it will now be displayed 
in the private apartment where 
Queen Marie-Antoinette 
(1755-1793), wife of King 
Louis XVI, used to entertain 
her children and friends. 

At the time of the French 
Revolution in 1789, the Ver¬ 
sailles Palace's furniture was 
auctioned and more than 
17,000 pieces were scattered 
around the world. 

Many are now found in 
royal residences, particularly 
in Britain, or in major foreign 
museums, notably in the 
United States, or are owned by 
private collectors or antiquari¬ 
ans.

The week will finish on 
Friday with a presentation by 
Aruba’s Fire Department and 
practical training in extin¬ 
guishing fires.

Aside from quick-charge 
consumer electronics, batteries 
that can store a lot of energy, 
release it fast and recharge 
quickly are desirable for elec¬ 
tric vehicles, medical devices, 
lasers and military applica¬ 
tions. 

"This system that we have 
gives you capacitor-like power 
with battery-like energy," said 
Braun, a professor of materials 
science and engineering. 
"Most capacitors store very lit¬ 


tle energy. They can release it 
very fast, but they can't hold 
much. Most batteries store a 
reasonably large amount of en¬ 
ergy, but they can't provide or 
receive energy rapidly. This 
does both." 

The performance of typical 
lithium-ion (Li-ion) or nickel 
metal hydride (NiMH) 
rechargeable batteries de¬ 
grades significantly when they 
are rapidly charged or dis¬ 
charged. Making the active 
material in the battery a thin 
film allows for very fast charg¬ 
ing and discharging, but re¬ 
duces the capacity to nearly 
zero because the active mate¬ 
rial lacks volume to store en¬ 
ergy. 



World learns from Dutch to keep 
head above water

ROTTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dubai's Palm Is¬ 
land, New Orleans' upgraded 
dykes and Australia's water re¬ 
cycling plants all have one 
thing in common: they bene¬ 
fited from Dutch know-how 
gained in the country's age-old 
quest for dry feet. 

"The Netherlands has al¬ 
ways battled against this natu¬ 
ral enemy — water," said 
Hanneke Heeres of the Union 
of District Water Boards 
(UvW), which after 900 years 
existence is the Netherlands' 
oldest government body. 

"And with global warming 
and rising sea levels the world 
is more and more interested in 
Dutch expertise," he told AFP. 

Currently, Dutch companies 
are focusing efforts on projects 
on delta areas in five countries: 
Mozambique, Egypt, Indone¬ 
sia, Bangladesh and Vietnam. 

An abiding image of the 
Netherlands is the boy from a 
famous children's tale who 
plugs a hole in a dyke with his 
finger to save his country from 
inundation — and with reason: 
the country's lowest point is 
6.74 meters (22.2 feet) below 
sea level. 

In all, 26 percent of the 
country is below sea level. 

"Already 10 centuries ago, 
the Dutch were making sand 
piles on which to build their 
homes, out of reach of the 
water," Bert Groothuizen of 
Van Oord dredging company 
told AFP. 

"As technology advanced, 
they designed machines like 
dredging boats," now being ex¬ 
ported around the world along 
with Dutch water engineers. 

Today, the country has a 


global reputation in "delta-tech¬ 
nology" - claiming some 40 
percent of the world's turnover 
in the open market. This ex¬ 
cludes states who protect do¬ 
mestic makers of flood-barriers, 
dykes and bridges with anti¬ 
competition measures. 

Out of a population of 16.5 
million, the Netherlands also 
boasts some 2,000 companies 
in the field of water, employ¬ 
ing about 80,000 people. 

"As early as the seventh 
century, Dutch specialists were 
creating canals and dikes near 
the Elbe" River in what is 
modern-day Germany, said 
Christine Boomsma, spokes¬ 
woman for Netherlands Water 
Partnership (NWP), an infor¬ 
mation network of companies, 
government, knowledge insti¬ 
tutes and NGOs. 

Dutch savvy in the field 
has gone well beyond Europe 
and already been put to use in 
Africa, Asia and the Americas. 

Its experts helped build 
storm surge barriers in St. Pe¬ 
tersburg and Venice, helped 
make Jakarta flood resilient 
and advised on climate adapta¬ 


tion plans for the Maldives and 
southeast Asia's Mekong 
Delta. 

"The United States became 
interested in our expertise after 
Hurricane Katrina" killed 
nearly 1,500 people in New 
Orleans in 2005, said Heeres 
of the UvW. 

"In New Orleans, we rein¬ 
forced a line of dykes to make 
them more solid, higher, and 
bigger," added Matthijs van 
Ledden of the engineering firm 
Royal Haskoning. "We also 
constructed new flood barri¬ 
ers." 

Another example of Dutch 
ingenuity: artificial island 
complexes constructed in the 
sea off Dubai — not only the 
ambitious Palm Island, in the 
shape of a palm tree, but an¬ 
other mimicking a map of the 
world. 

Dubbed simply The World, 
the second complex comprises 
more than 300 islands in the 
shape of the continents, fash¬ 
ioned out of more than 325 
cubic metres (11,477 cubic 
feet) of sand dredged from the 
bottom of the ocean. 


Climate change: UN parties complete 


inventory of pledges

PARIS, Francce (AFP) - De¬ 
veloping countries have sub¬ 
mitted their plans for tackling 
greenhouse-gas emissions 
under the UN flag, completing 
a double inventory decided in 
Mexico in December, the UN 
Framework Convention on Cli¬ 
mate Change said yesterday. 

The listing of voluntary, 
"nationally appropriate" ac¬ 
tions follows an inventory of 
emissions reduction targets by 
developed countries, the Bonn- 
based secretariat said. 

The documents form the 
basis of a system of "mutual 
accountability", a planned con¬ 
fidence-building mechanism to 
let countries know what coun¬ 
terparts are doing in the fight 
against climate change. 

The 194 UNFCCC parties 
also agreed in Cancun to estab-

lish a Green Climate Fund 
(GCF) with the potential to 
channel hundreds of billions of 
dollars in aid from rich 
economies to poor, vulnerable 
nations. 

They rallied around a call 
to cap warming to two degrees 
Celsius (3.6 Fahrenheit) and 


on ways to fight deforestation, 
a leading cause of climate 
change. 

The two-week meeting was 
blighted over the fate of the 
Kyoto Protocol, the landmark 
treaty whose obligations on 
wealthy countries to cut emis¬ 
sions expires in late 2012.

Sunburn 


Definition 

Sunburn usually appears 
within a few hours after sun 
exposure and may take from 
several days to several weeks 
to fade. 

Intense sun exposure that 



results in sunburn increases 
your risk of certain complica¬ 
tions and related skin dis¬ 
eases. These include dry, 
wrinkled skin; liver spots; ac¬ 
tinic keratoses; and skin can¬ 
cer, including melanoma. 

You can prevent sunburn 
and the related skin condi¬ 
tions by protecting your skin 
whenever you're outdoors, 
even on cloudy days. If you 
do get sunburn, several home 
remedies and treatments can 
relieve your pain and speed 
the healing of your skin. 

Symptoms 

Signs and symptoms of sun¬ 
burn include: 


■Pinkness or redness 
■Skin that feels warm or hot 
to the touch 
■Pain or tenderness 
■Swelling 

■Small fluid-filled blisters, 
which may break 
■Headache, fever and fatigue 
if sunburn covers a large area 

or Any part of your body.. 
Your eyes, which are ex¬ 
tremely sensitive to the sun's 
ultraviolet light, can also 
burn. Sunburned eyes may 
feel painful or gritty. 

Signs and symptoms of 
sunburn usually appear 
within a few hours after sun 
exposure. But it may take a 
day or more to know the full 
extent and severity of sun¬ 
burn. 

Within a few days, your 
body starts to heal itself by 
"peeling" the top layer of 
damaged skin. After peeling, 
your skin may temporarily 
have an irregular color and 
pattern. Depending on the 
severity, it may take several 
days or more for the sunburn 
to heal. 

When to see a doctor 

See your doctor if the sun¬ 
burn: 


■Is blistering and covers a 
large portion of your body 
■Is accompanied by a high 
fever, extreme pain, confu¬ 
sion, nausea or chills 
■Doesn't respond to at-home 
care within a few days 
Also, seek medical care if you 
notice signs or symptoms of 
an infection. These include: 
■Increasing pain and tender¬ 
ness 

■Increasing swelling 
■Yellow drainage (pus) from 
an open blister 
■Red streaks, leading away 
from the open blister, which 
may extend in a line upward 
along the arm or leg 
Causes 

Sunburns are caused by ex¬ 
posure to too much ultravio¬ 
let (UV) light. Commercial 
tanning lamps and tanning 
beds also produce UV light 
and can cause sunburn. 

UV light causes the skin 
to burn, bringing pain, red¬ 
ness and swelling. 

You can get sunburn on 
hazy or cloudy days. UV rays 
can also reflect off snow, ice, 
sand, water and other reflec¬ 
tive surfaces, burning your 


skin as severely as direct sun¬ 
light. 

Risk factors 
Different skin types 

People with fair skin are 
more likely to sunburn than 
are people with dark skin. 
That's because people with 
darker skin have more 
melanin, which offers some 
protection from sunburn but 
not from UV-induced skin 
damage.

trates deeply into the skin anc 
damages DNA of skin cells. 
This damage may ultimately 
lead to skin cancer, including 
melanoma. Even people with 
type 5 or 6 skin can develop 
skin cancer, often on the 
palms, fingers or other more 
lightly pigmented areas of 
their bodies. 

In addition to skin type, 
living in a sunny or high-alti¬ 
tude climate increases your 
risk of sunburn. People who 
live in sunny, warm climates 
are exposed to more sunlight 
than are people who live in 
colder climates. In addition, 
living at higher elevations, 
where the sunlight is 
strongest, exposes you to 
more radiation and increases 
your chances of sunburn and 
skin damage.

Portugal says political crisis could hasten 
bailout: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Apolitical crisis in Portugal brought on by 
harsh austerity measures needed to meet EU budgetary demands 
could push Lisbon into requiring an international bailout, the 
country’s finance minister said yesterday. 

"If we enter a political crisis at this point, that will create great 
difficulties for the country to access financial markets and I be¬ 
lieve that would place at risk our capacity for self-financing,” 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos said on arrival for talks among 
eurozone ministers on the size, shape and scope of a permanent 
rescue mechanism for troubled economies. 

Dos Santos was speaking after the head of Portugal's main op¬ 
position party said negotiations with the minority government 
over its plans to impose more austerity measures were on hold. 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates has said he will resign if the pack¬ 
age is rejected. 

The new austerity measures were due to be submitted to parlia¬ 
ment on Monday and be debated on Wednesday. The opposi¬ 
tion was expected to try to force a vote on the measures. 


Japan quake leads GM Korea to cut produc¬ 
tion: 

SEOUL (AFP) - The S.Korean unit of General Motors said it 
would reduce production this week by up to 10 percent because 
of a possible lack of parts from Japan following the devastating 
earthquake. 

~~ GM Korea — formerly GM Dae¬ 
woo — said it would stop four 
hours a day of overtime work 
from Monday at its plants in the 
western city of Bupyeong and in 
the southwestern port of Gun- 
san. The company said it would 
also suspend eight hours a day 
of extra work during the week¬ 
end at Gunsan. But it will maintain its current work schedule at 
its plant in the southern city of Changwon. 

"Overall, up to 10 percent of production will be reduced,” a GM 
Korea spokesman told AFP. "The move is temporary, and our 
company will decide whether to reduce production next week 
while watching the situation in Japan,” he said. 

S.Korea's top automaker Hyundai Motor and its affiliate Kia 
Motors said they have not been affected by the March 11 quake 
and tsunami in Japan.

Buffett says Japan quake a buying 
opportunity'

SEOUL, S.Korea (AFP) - US 
billionnaire investor Warren 
Buffett said that a massive nat¬ 
ural disaster would not hamper 
the future of the Japanese econ¬ 
omy and could prompt a new 
bout of stock buying. 

"I'm not looking at Japan's 
economic future differently 
from 10 days ago... extraordi¬ 
nary events offer (a) buying op¬ 
portunity,” he told reporters. 


Buffett, the chairman of in¬ 
vestment firm Berkshire Hath¬ 
away, was visiting South Korea 
to attend a ground-breaking 
ceremony for a local unit of Is¬ 
rael’s Iscar Metalworking 
Companies, 80 percent owned 
by Berkshire Hathaway. 

Japan's Nikkei index lost 
around 10 percent in the week 
following the devastating 
March 11 quake and tsunami. 

Buffett, however, urged 
against selling Japanese stock - 
- markets were closed in Tokyo 
yesterday — and said Japan 
would recover relatively 
quickly, Yonhap news agency 
said. 

The disaster, which has left 
8,649 people dead and 13,262 
missing, could cost the Japan¬ 
ese economy up to $235 bil¬ 
lion, the World Bank said. 

Growth, however, should 
pick up in subsequent quarters 
"as reconstruction efforts, 


which could last five years, ac¬ 
celerate”, it said. 

Buffett, known as the "Ora¬ 
cle of Omaha” for his invest¬ 
ment savvy, said Berkshire was 
seeking further acquisitions 
worldwide including South 
Korea following its $9 billion 
purchase of US lubricant 
maker Lubrizol. 

"We're looking at a number 
of big businesses in Korea, the 
US, the UK. We hope to find 
good companies wherever they 
may be. Basically, it's the big¬ 
ger, the better,” he said. 

The tycoon also played 
down military and nuclear 
threats from North Korea, say¬ 
ing the communist country 
"isn't a big threat” to the firm's 
investment in the capitalist 
South. 

Buffett was scheduled to 
meet with South Korean Presi¬ 
dent Lee Myung-Bak later this 
week. 


Oil prices jump after West launches Libyan 
air strikes 


LONDON (AFP) - World oil 
prices rallied Monday in the 
aftermath of Western air 
strikes on key crude exporter 
Libya. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in May was up $ 1.23 
to $115.16 a barrel in late 
London trade. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for May, 
added $1.17 to $102.24 a bar¬ 
rel. 

French, American and 
British forces have launched 
the biggest intervention in the 
Arab world since the 2003 
US-led invasion of Iraq, firing 
more than 120 Tomahawk 
Cruise missiles and conduct¬ 
ing bombing raids into Libya 
on week-end. 

"Oil prices have gone up 
due to military attacks in 
Libya from UN forces,” said 
Victor Shum, an analyst at en¬ 
ergy consultants Purvin and 
Gertz. 

"More oil installations 
could be damaged due to col¬ 
lateral damage and internal 
sabotage,” Shum told AFP. 

He added: "The unrest in 
the Middle East and North 
African region may spread to 
other (parts of the) region, and 



hence the contagion effect on 
oil prices remain. Oil supply 
disruption is going to support 
prices in its triple digits.” 

International sanctions and 
unrest have meanwhile virtu¬ 
ally halted all of Libya's oil 
exports. 

Libya was producing 1.69 
million barrels a day before its 
violence erupted, according to 
the International Energy 
Agency. Of this 1.2 million 
barrels were exported, mostly 
to Europe. 

"In the short term, the at¬ 
tacks of the coalition do not 
change much as exports were 
already down to almost 
zero,” noted PetroMatrix an¬ 
alyst Olivier Jakob in Zurich. 

"Having a view on how 
long it will take before oil 
can flow again is too difficult 
at this stage as the map is 
changing from hour to hour. 

"A stalemate at current po¬ 
sitions leaves most of the oil 


export ports in the hands of 
the Kadhafi regime,” he 
added. 

In London, the Centre for 
Global Energy Studies said 
the oil market needed "a clear 
unambiguous signal” from the 
OPEC cartel that the lost 
Libyan production would be 
replaced, or risk a repeat of 
the 2008 price surge when 
crude futures struck record 
highs above $147 a barrel. 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), of which Libya is a 
member, produces about 40 
percent of the world's oil.

Rapper Wyclef Jean wounded 
in Haiti shooting 


Cameras finally roll on 'The Hobbit'

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haitian-born rapper 
Wyclef Jean said he was 
grazed by a bullet in the hand 
on the eve of his country's his¬ 
toric presidential run-off elec¬ 
tion but did not see it as a 
political attack. 

"We got a graze by a bullet. 
We don't blame it on anyone, a 
lot of people (were) saying, 
'Do I blame it on the opposi¬ 
tion' or whatever? No," said 
Wyclef as he went to cast his 
ballot in Sunday's poll. 

Meanwhile fellow musician 
Pras Michel, who with Jean 
was part of popular Fugees hip 
hip group, wrote in a Twitter 
message that the rapper was in 
the hospital but doing well 
after being wounded in the 
hand. 

Police contacted here by 
AFP said they were conducting 
an investigation, but as yet did 


not have any suspects in the al¬ 
leged shooting. 

Jean, 41, a Haitian-Ameri¬ 
can who rose to fame as a 
member of the Fugees had his 
own bid for the presidency 
scuttled, but he has been a 
strong backer of another 
singer, Michel "Sweet Micky" 
Martelly. 

After being barred from 
running for the presidency for 
failing to meet the residency 
requirements, Jean has down¬ 
played his political ambitions, 
but has said he would like to 
contribute to the rebuilding ef¬ 
forts by helping to organize the 
country's many non-govern¬ 
mental organizations and in¬ 
vesting in its future. 

Martelly is facing off 
against former first lady Mir- 
lande Manigat in a bid to re¬ 
place President Rene Preval, in 
the final round of an election 
marred by violence and allega¬ 
tions of fraud. 

The winner faces the chal¬ 
lenge of rebuilding the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere's poorest 
country following a January 
2010 earthquake that flattened 
the capital, killing more than 
220,000 people. 


WELLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land (AFP) - After years of 
wrangling and delays, Oscar- 
winning director Peter Jack- 
son finally called "action" on 
his latest Tolkien epic "The 
Hobbit". 

The $500 million project, 
a two-part prequel to "The 
Lord of the Rings" trilogy, 
began filming in New 
Zealand yesterday, Holly- 
woodstudio Warner Bros, 
said. 

"The Hobbit" has been 
dogged by problems, prompt¬ 
ing British actor Martin Free¬ 
man, who plays the title 
character Bilbo Baggins, to 
acknowledge last month that 
he had heard rumours it was 
jinxed. 

Freeman, best known for 
his work in "The Office", will 
join "Cold Feet" actor James 
Nesbitt on the set, with Cate 
Blanchett (Galadriel), Ian 
McKellan (Gandalf) and Eli¬ 
jah Wood (Frodo) reprising 
their "Lord of the Rings" 
roles. 

The most serious threat to 
the movies erupted last Octo¬ 
ber, when actors' unions 
slapped a global boycott on 
the production in a dispute 
over pay and conditions, 


prompting Jackson to look at 
shifting filming from New 
Zealand. 

Warner Bros. finally 
agreed to keep the production 
in the country, which pro¬ 
vided a stunning backdrop to 
the "Rings" movies, after the 
government changed em¬ 
ployment laws and gave the 
studio millions of dollars in 
tax breaks. 

Before that, the project 
was stalled for years amid 
rows over distribution rights, 
reported budget blowouts and 
financial woes at the MGM 
studio, prompting director 


Guillermo del Toro to quit 
last year. 

It even became embroiled 
in a race row last November, 
when a casting agent was 
sacked for telling a woman 
with an Indian background 
that she was too dark to be a 
Hobbit. 

Then, with Jackson con¬ 
firmed as del Toro's replace¬ 
ment in the director's chair 
and cameras ready to roll, the 
New Zealander suffered a 
perforated ulcer and was 
rushed to hospital for emer¬ 
gency surgery, leading to 
more delays.

India, Pakistan head 
closer to cricket W.Cup 
collision 


PHOENIX, Arizona (AFP) - 
Australia's Karrie Webb won 
her second title in three LPGA 
events this season, firing a six- 
under par 66 on Sunday to take 
the inaugural LPGA Founders 
Cup by one stroke. 

Webb appeared destined for 
a playoff with Brittany Linci- 
come, but the American took 
only her second bogey of the 
54-hole event at the 18th hole 
to give the Aussie veteran her 
37th career LPGA title on 12- 
under par 204. 

"Brittany played great this 
week, played great today," 
Webb said. "I'm just glad to be 
standing here as champion." 

Webb, a seven-time major 
champion, won the HSBC 
Women's Championship last 
month in Singapore but was 
six strokes off the pace when 
the final round began. 

Victory in the $1 million 
event brought no prize money 
for the 36-year-old LPGA Hall 
of Famer, with all prize money 
going to charity. Half the 
money went to LPGA youth 
programs while top-10 finish¬ 
ers directed donations of the 


rest. 

Webb donated $100,000 to 
the Christopher and Dana 
Reeve Foundation to combat 
paralysis and in a surprise 
move announced after the vic¬ 
tory donated $100,000 to char¬ 
ities working on the Japanese 
earthquake and tsunami relief 
effort. 

"The Japan people have 
done a lot for me, Japanese 
companies as well, and I feel 
like I need to give back to 
them," Webb said. 

The Cup paid tribute to the 
13 founding LPGA players, 
three of whom greeted players 
Sunday as the exited the 18th 
green. 

"I'm really honored to win 
the inaugural Founders Cup," 
Webb said. "It's a great concept 
and we need to honor these 
ladies more than we do. The 
reason we're playing today is 
because of them. It means a lot 
to me to be champion." 

Lincicome said she had no 
idea her stumble at 18, her first 
bogey since the sixth hole on 
Friday, had cost her the title. 

Lincicome shared second 


with compatriot Paula 
Creamer on 205, one stroke 
ahead of Cristie Kerr with 
American Angela Stanford, 
who led after each of the first 
two rounds, fifth on 207. 

Of 18 LPGA players trying 
to claim money for the Japan¬ 
ese earthquake and tsunami re¬ 
lief effort, Creamer, South 
Korean Sun Young Yoo and 
Australian Sarah Jane Smith 
finished in the top-10 to pro¬ 
vide donations. 

Event sponsor RR Donnel¬ 
ley was set to provide $25,000 
for Japan relief efforts after 
two days and add $500 for 
every birdie and $1,000 for 
every eagle on holes 15-18 on 
Sunday in the "Finish Strong 
for Japan" program. 

The title chase boiled down 
to a back-nine shootout be¬ 
tween Webb, Lincicome and 
late-charging Creamer. 

Stanford took bogeys at the 
fourth and eighth holes to slip 
back and two more and 12 and 
14 dropped her out of con¬ 
tention. 

Webb charged into the hunt 
with a sizzling start. She 
opened with a birdie and 
bounced back from a bogey at 
the third with birdies at the par- 
5 fifth and par-3 sixth. Another 
at eight and her fifth birdie of 
the day at 11 put her on 10- 
under with a share of the lead. 

Lincicome birdied the par- 
5 11th to seize the lead but 
Webb answered the challenge 
with a birdie at the par-3 14th 
to share the lead again. 

Creamer put herself into the 
mix with a late run, back-to- 
back birdies to end the front 
nine and again at 15 and 16 
highlighting a run of six 
birdies in nine holes that put 
the US star at 10-under, one 
behind Webb and Lincicome. 

Webb just missed to the left 
on a curling 15-foot eagle putt 
at the par-5 15th, but her birdie 
tap-in was good enough to put 
her on 12-under par. 

Creamer dropped in an 
eight-foot birdie putt at 17 to 
pull within one of Webb but a 
par at 18 left her in the club¬ 
house one off Webb's lead, al¬ 
though Lincicome matched 
Webb with a birdie of her own 
at the 15th. 

Webb backed off twice be¬ 
fore sinking a four-foot par 
putt at 18 to complete a round 
of 66 with the lead while Lin¬ 
cicome was parring the 17th to 
stay even, setting the stage for 
Lincicome's stumble at 18. 

Lincicome was short of the 
green, blasted the ball 10 feet 
past the cup and missed. 


NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
Bitter rivals India and Pakistan 
are on a World Cup collision 
course, but first the two neigh¬ 
bours have quarter-final hur¬ 
dles to overcome as the 
marathon tournament enters its 
sixth week. 

India take on defending 
champions Australia in 
Ahmedabad on Thursday 
while Pakistan face an incon¬ 
sistent West Indies in Dhaka to 
kick-start the last eight stage 
on Wednesday. 

Victory for both Asian gi¬ 
ants will set-up a semi-final 
blockbuster in Mohali on 
March 30. 

New Zealand and South 
Africa meet in Dhaka on Fri¬ 
day before Sri Lanka and Eng¬ 
land clash in Colombo on 
Saturday as the World Cup, 
which staged its opening cere¬ 
mony on February 17, comes 
down to the world's eight top- 
ranked sides. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - US President Barack 
Obama, said Sunday he in¬ 
tends to attend the first South 
American Olympics. 

In the keynote speech of 
his inaugural stop on his first 
Latin American tour since 
tasking office, Obama 
praised Brazil and its grow¬ 
ing role on the world stage, 
including its role as host for 
football's 2014 World Cup. 

"You play an important 
role in the global institutions 
that protect our common se¬ 
curity and promote our com¬ 
mon prosperity and you will 
welcome the world to your 
shores when the World Cup 
and the Olympic Games 
come to Rio de Janeiro," 
Obama said. 

"You may be aware that

Djokovic defeats Nadal to win Indian Wells crown

NBA: Police nab man with 
knife on NBA court 


INDIAN WELLS, California 
(AFP) - Australian Open 
champion Novak Djokovic 
won the ATP Indian Wells title, 
rallying to beat world No. 1 
Rafael Nadal 4-6, 6-3, 6-2 and 
improve his record this season 
to 18-0. 

Djokovic, who took over 
the No. 2 world ranking by 
beating Roger Federer in the 
semi-finals, on Sunday 
avenged a loss to Nadal in the 
2007 Indian Wells final. 

The 23-year-old Serbian 
has looked invincible this sea¬ 
son and Sunday’s victory in the 
California desert underlined 
that. 

Djokovic fired four aces, 


including two key ones to hold 
serve in the second set, in the 
two-hour, 25-minute match to 
capture his second Indian 
Wells crown. 

”1 am having the best period 
of my life on the tennis court," 
Djokovic said. "I am playing 
with a lot of confidence. I’m 
feeling the ball well on the 
court. I’m very dedicated and I 
have a big will to win each 
match. "So it will not stop 
here." 

Djokovic took the second 
set in dramatic style, winning 
a marathon ninth game on the 
sixth set point after Nadal had 
saved five. The game, which 
lasted over 10 minutes, ended 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Los Angeles police ar¬ 
rested a man wielding a knife 
on weerk-end after a standoff 
for about an hour on the court 
ahead of an NBA game be¬ 
tween the Los Angeles Clip¬ 
pers and Cleveland Cavaliers. 

The incident began after the 
man was noticed walking onto 
the court with the knife. More 
than two dozen arena security 
guards surrounded the man 
until police arrived, with early 
arriving spectators being kept 
out of the arena. 

The man, who was not 
identified by police, walked to 
the visitors seating area and 
stood there talking with three 
police officers who were point¬ 
ing guns at him from about 20 
feet (six meters) away. 

When the man made a 
move toward a tunnel leading 
off the court, police tackled 
him, then led him out of the 
arena in handcuffs. The court 
was reopened for players about 
20 minutes later. 

It was uncertain how the 
man was able to enter the arena 
or reach the playing area. 


Players from both clubs, 
who could not walk onto the 
court for typical pre-game 
shooting drills, watched on a 
television monitor outside the 
visitors locker room until 
being instructed to return to 
their locker rooms. 

The Cavaliers, a league- 
worst 13-54, and Clippers, 26- 
43, were given an extra five 
minutes to warm up before the 
afternoon game, which the 
Clippers won 100-92. 

Clippers rookie Blake Grif¬ 
fin, a high school and college 
star in Oklahoma who turned 
22 on Wednesday, scored 30 
points to power the Clippers 
past Cleveland once the teams 
were able to play. 

But the bizarre delay was 
on their minds. 

"That was crazy, man," 
Griffin said. "There aren't too 
many knife standoffs in Okla¬ 
homa, not that I can remember, 
so it's a first for me. 

"We were trapped in (the 
locker room) for a while, but 
both teams had to go through 
it, so it didn't really put us at a 
disadvantage." 


when Nadal hit a backhand 
wide in front of a near-capacity 
crowd of about 15,000. 

It was part of a six-game 
win streak for Djokovic that 
stretched from the end of the 
second and into the third set 
and proved to be the turning 
point. 

Djokovic broke Nadal in 
the first game of the third set 
and cruised to victory from 
there. He hammered aces on 
the final points to hold serve in 
the fourth and sixth games. 

Djokovic has compiled an 
incredible 18-match win streak 
this season and is 20-0 dating 
to the Davis Cup final in De¬ 
cember. Besides winning the 
Australian Open this season, 
he captured his 20th career title 
last month in Dubai. 

"I am extremely happy with 
the way I'm playing and with 
the success that I'm having," 
Djokovic said. 

Nadal had his serve broken 
five times in the match, includ¬ 
ing twice at the beginning of 
the final set. 

Nadal had a dreadful time 
controlling his serve, espe¬ 
cially in the second set when 
he won just two points off his 
first serve the entire set. 

"I was just thinking, 'Please 
put one in,"' Nadal said. "The 
serve was the difference 
today." 

Two-time Indian Wells win¬ 
ner Nadal was on a blistering 
pace of his own this week as he 
came into the final having 
dropped just one set in the 
tournament. 

But Sunday's loss leaves 
Nadal without an ATP title this 
season. His last victory came 
in Tokyo in October. 

Nadal said he sees 
Djokovic as the main threat to 
his world No. 1 ranking. 

"Djokovic is in the best po¬ 
sition," Nadal said. "We will 
see what's going on during the 
clay season. After the first six 
months of the season we start 
to see what are the chances of 
everybody."

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US homer king Bonds 
goes on trial 


SAN FRANCISCO, 

California (AFP) - US home 
run king Barry Bonds faced 
perjury charges here yester¬ 
day in a trial that will see tes¬ 
timony by a parade of 
baseball stars and an ex-girl¬ 
friend on his alleged use of 
performance enhancing 
steroids. 

The former San Francisco 
Giants slugger, the target of a 
long-running federal probe, is 
alleged to have lied to a fed¬ 
eral grand jury in 2003 when 
he said he never knowingly 
used banned drugs. 

Bonds, 46, is charged with 
four counts of perjury and one 
count of obstruction of jus¬ 
tice. He has pleaded not 
guilty. 

The trial is the culmination 
of a saga that began more 
than seven years ago with an 
Internal Revenue Service raid 
on BALCO headquarters in 
Northern California. 

What started as a tax eva¬ 
sion case quickly became a 
full-blown investigation of 
performance-enhancing drugs 
at the highest levels, ensnar¬ 
ing elites in baseball, athletics 
and American football. 

The witness list is a who's 
who of athletes tainted by the 
BALCO steroid scandal, 
players who say Bonds' 
trainer and childhood friend, 
Greg Anderson, provided 
them with designer drugs 
from the strip-mall steroids 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada (AFP) 
- Puerto Rico's Miguel Cotto 
kept his World Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation super welterweight 
crown by stopping Ricardo 
Mayorga of Nicaragua 53 
seconds into the 12th round 
on Saturday. 

Cotto inflicted the only 


knockdown of the fight in the 
opening seconds of the last 
round during an exchange 
with a stunning left hook, 
staggering Mayorga, who 
went down on his knees and 
grabbed his left hand in pain. 

Mayorga rose and contin¬ 
ued for a few seconds, but 


Cotto landed a stinging left to 
Mayorga's chest and seconds 
later, the challenger stopped 
the fight, saying he could not 
continue because of his in¬ 
jured hand. 

Cotto improved to 36-2 
with his 29th stoppage inside 
the distance in his first fight 


after a nine-month layoff that 
included right shoulder sur¬ 
gery. 

Former world welter¬ 
weight champion Mayorga 
fell to 29-8 with one drawn 
only three months after end¬ 
ing a 26-month layoff, then 
saying he would retire.

Bonds has in¬ 
sisted that his legacy 
— shattering Hank 
Aaron’s home run 
record and garnering 
a record-setting 
seven Most Valuable 
Player awards — was 
not accomplished 
with deliberate 
cheating. 

Because Ander¬ 
son has refused to 
testify, prosecutors will call 
half a dozen players — includ¬ 
ing first baseman Jason Gi¬ 
ambi, currently with the 
Colorado Rockies, and his 
brother, Jeremy Giambi, who 
last played for the Boston Red 
Sox - to testify about their in¬ 
teractions with Anderson and 
BALCO drugs. 

Bobby Estalella, a former 
Bonds teammate, was ex¬ 
pected to testify about several 
discussions he had with 
Bonds about Bonds' use of 
performance-enhancing 
drugs, court records show. 

Anderson, an admitted 
steroid dealer, has already 
spent more than a year behind 
bars for refusing to testify be¬ 
fore a grand jury about Bonds 
and banned drugs. He will 
likely be jailed during this 
trial as well.The trial is ex¬ 
pected to last three to four 
weeks and should be ongoing 
when the Major League Base¬ 
ball season starts on March
